Where deaths of children occur with- 


in two years of their birth the regis- 
trar is to look up the birth records, 
and if there is no report of the birth, 
the family physician or mid-wife are 
to be communicated with. 
If they 


neglected to report the birth they will 
be prosecuted by the State. 


Where no physician or mid-wife were 


in attendance the parents are held re- 
sponsible for the report of the birth 
to the proper authorities, and failing 
to do so are subject to the same fine 
as doctors and mid-wi\es. 


The registiar is advised to co-oper- 


ate with the ministers aud priests in 
securing accurate birth returns.. 
As 


baptism is a rite observed by most de- 
nominations, it is easy for the offici- 
ating clergyman to advise the family 
to see that proper record of the birth 
is made.

obtain options on a few of these sites, 
plots of from ten to twenty acres, and 
purchase and present to a State the 
one which the committee will prefer 
for a Memorial Building? A plot of 
ten acres will be quite small enough, 
twenty acres will not be too large for 
the purpose, for other suitable and 
necessary buildings for the comfort 
aud convenience of visitors will be 
needed, and the laud may be kept as 
an ornamental park. 


I have not visited Gettysburg iu

How Alexander Untied 


the Knot 


By Herbert Kaufman. 


Alexander the Great was being shown the Gordian 


Knot. "It can't be untied." they told him; "every 
man who tried to do it fell down." 


But Alexander was not discouraged because the 


rest had flunked. He simply realized that he would 
have to go at it in a different way. And instead of 
wasting time with his fingers he drew his sword and 
slashed it apart. 


Every day a great business general is shown some 


knot which has proven too much for his competitors, 
and he succeeds because he finds a wa}- to cut it. The 
fumbler has no show so long as there is a brother mer- 
chant who doesn't waste time trying to accomplish 
the impossible—who takes lessons from the failures 
about him and avoids the methods which were their 
downfall. 


The knottiest problems in trade are: 
1—The problem of location. 
2—The problem of getting the crowds. 
3—The problem of keeping the crowds. 
4—The problem of minimizing fixed expenses. 
S—The problem of creating a valuable good will. 
None of these knots is going to be untied by fum- 


bling fingers. They are too complicated. 
They're all 


involved together—twisted and entangled over and 
about each other—so intertwined that they can't be 
solved singly—like the Gordian Knot they must be cut 
through at one stroke. And you can't cut the knot 
with any sword except the newspaper—because: 


1—A store that is constantly before the people 


makes its own neighborhood. 


•2—Crowds can be brought from anywhere by 


daily advertising. 


3—Customers can always be held by induce- 


ments. 


4—Fixed expenses can only be reduced by in- 


creasing the volume of sales. 


5—-Good will can only be created through pub- 


licity. 


Advertising is breeding new giants every year and 


making them more powerful every hour. Publicity is 
the sustaining food of a powerful store and the only 
strengthening nourishment for a weak one. The re- 
tailer who delays his entry into advertising must pay 
the penalty of his procrastination by facing more giant 
competitors as every month of opportunity slips by. 


Personal ability as a close purchaser and as a clever 


seller doesn't count for a hang so long as other men are 
equally well posted and wear the sword of publicity to 
boot. They are able to tie your business into constantly 
closer knots, while you cannot retaliate because there is 
no knot which their advertising cannot cut for them. 


Yesterday you lost a customer—today they took 


one—tomorrow they'll get another. You cannot cope 
with their competition because you haven't the weapon 
with which to oppose it. You can't untie your Gordian 
Knot because it can't be untied—you've got to cut it. 


You must become an advertiser or you must pay 


the penalty of incompetence. 


You not only require the newspaper to fight for a 


more hopeful tomorrow, but to keep today's situation 
from becoming hopeless.

Railway Merger 


Ihe formation of a new independ- 


ent railroad system with a total mile- 
age of more than l.iiOOj-rniles, extend- 
ing from Baltimore to Pittsburg, and 
to include the Western Maryland, the 
Wheeling and Lake Erieiaud Wabash- 
PiUsuurg terminal audtthe West 8ide 
Kelt railroad of Pittsburg, is consider- 
ed iu well informed circles as practi- 
cally assured, provided the supreme 
court of the United States sustains the 
ri«;lit of the railroads to haul products 
of enterprises which theyjowu or con- 
trol, and objections of certain intere- 
sts in the properties uamediare remov- 
ed. 


The foregoing is the outline of a 


piau to reorganize the Gould lines in 
the east now iu the hands of the JKe- 
ceivers, and if it is carried out. as it is 
expected it will be, it willj.mean the 
consummation of the plan originally 
made by George J. Gould and his as- 
sociates when they acquired control of 
the Western Marylaudjrailroad. with 
the exception that the new 
system 


will not be operated as part of the 
Wabash which is also a Gould pro- 
perty.

DEAR OLD GARDEN HERBS 


THYME — MARJORAM — ROSE- 


MARY— LA VENDAR -BASIL 


Something of the Associations of 
the Old Time Herbs. Giv-j Them a 


Place in the Garden of To-day. 


lu a mellow corner of my garden 1 


have established a colony ofsweet «n4 
bitter heros. My practical neighbor 
across the feuce, tor w hom 1 occasion- 
ally make up a bunch, pri/es the 
leaves as a tasty addition to her sauces 
and slutting;;, but uiy interest in the 
plants is mainly beause of their warm 
fragrances and their stimulating influ- 
ence upon the imagination. Who, for 
instance, can linger over a round bed 
of cushiony thyme in blossom, listen u> 
the droning bees as its heart, breath* 
the aroma of the crushed leaves—and 
be utterly prosy? In spite of your- 
self, you are whisked back to the days 
of your childhood and are fellowship- 
ing with fairies again. 


There are several varieties of thyme, 


but the u.sual garden sort is "standing" 
thyuie, whose erect stems well distin- 
guish it from the wild thyme, immor- 
talized by Shakespeare. This latter 
variety has creeping branches that loll 
I axil j» upon the ground. It was the 
belief of rustics of an earlier age that 
wild thyme tufts were favorite hauuts 
of joyous elves, and, perhaps, it was 
for that reason that thyme has been 
recoiumded as a cure for the "blues." 


iS'ext my bed of thyme grows sweet 


marjoram, which, like its neighbor, is 
an herb of cheerfulness, for the brides 
of ancient C-Jreece and Home were 
crowned with fragrant chaplets of it. 
My practical neighbor tells me that in 
the rural neighborhood from which 
she came, every good housewife keeps 
a stock of this herb for the making of 
a tea "to bring out the rash," in dis- 
eases where such a consummation is 
desired, as measles, for instance. A 
more frequent use of sweet marjoram— 
which oddly enough is more bitter 
than sweet—is as a seasoning for stews 
and soups, or like parsley, as a garn- 
ishing. The tiny white Howers lodge 
in the crevices of overlapping bracts, 
which are compactly clustered and re- 
semble small green ones. Sweet mar 
joram has a cousin, the pot or wild 
marjoram, which once was custom- 
arily cultivated iu well-ordered kitchen 
gardens, but it is less thought of now. 
80 neglected, it has taken to vagrancy 
and not infrequently is met with run- 
ning riot by the wayside. 


Rosemary is so pleasant a name that 


mainly for the love of the sweet sound 
of it. I made room for a clump or two 
in my herb corner. It speaks to me of 
Bunny France, to whose Southern 
coasts it is native, frequently adorning 
with its small light blue flowers the 
chalky hills and old walls within 
reach of the ocean spray. Its pretty 
name, indeed, is but an .English form 
of a Latin word that means sea dew, 
and the saltish fragrance of the foliage 
has been likened by some to the odor 
of the sea. Like the sea, too, the plant 
has from time Immemorial been credit- 
ed with wonderful tonic powers, even 
the ability to make the old young. An 
ancient chronicler has left on record 
the case of a certain gouty old queen, 
who ground six pounds of rosemary 
in a mortar and using the powder iu 
her bath thrice a day, grew so young 
and active that she soon began to iooK 
around for a husband ! 


Special herb of daintiness is the lav- 


ender, whose value for scenting linens 
made it in old times a needful adjunct 
to every gentlewoman's kousekeepiug 
—the flowers possessing the rare pro- 
perty of retaining their fragrance for a 
long time after dying. The living 
blossoms are a special charm of the 
fragrant plant, their peculiar blue be- 
ing so characteristic a shade that the 
name of the flower has been given to 
the color also. An ancient herb is 
lavender, native to the Levant and 
the warm shores of the Mediterranean, 
and its immemorial use iu perfuming 
the bath no doubt made it the familiar 
of every old Greek and Roman of the 
history books. Large areas iu Spain, 
Italy, the South of France and South- 
ern England, are nowadays given over 
to its cultivation, for the distilled wat- 
er of lavender is a most delicate per- 
fume, but the American fancy has not 
aa yet been captured by the plant to 
any popular extent. In California, 
where conditions are more favorable 
to its growth than on the Atlantic sea- 
board, it is often grown as an ornamen- 
tal border. "Hot" lavendar was among 
Pardita's flowers in "A 
Winter's 


Tale.' 


My plants of sweet basil always 


create a flutter of interest iu literary 
visitors, who know this herb through 
the gruesome associations of the poem, 
"A Pot of Basil." The ancient world 
had a belief that there was a property 
in Basil that bred scorpions and the 
smell of it w^uld create them iu man's 
brains—whence doubtless the poet's 
dark fancy. The leaves have 
the 


pleasautest of ininty perfumes, which 
scents the 
air perceptibly if I but 


brush my hand across the plant. 


Rue, "sour herb of grace," as Shakes- 


peare calls it, was a kitchen herb 
among the ancient Hebrews, and i* 
mentioned in the Xew Testament a.* 
subject to the tithe exacted of all pro- 
duce of the soil. 
Ft has. however, a 


smell that is disagreeable to many 
people, and if one cultivates it iu the 
garden nowadays it is usually for 
other reasons than to use in cookerv. 
In ancient and in mediaeval times it 
had a great reputation for virtue in 
magic rites, and there was no orthodox 
witch without good store of it. Then, 
by way of turning the devil's own 
weapons against himself. Christian 
missionaries adopted the practice of 
making brushes of rue 
branches,

of grave" applied to the plant. By 
reason of its history rue makes an in- 
teresting addition to the herb corner, 
while its bluish foliage divided into 
roundish leaflets is always attractive. 
The flowers of four divergent greenish 
yellow petals, shaped like elongated 
cups, appeal to lovers of the curious. 


Where the drip of the hydrant keeps 


the ground 
always moist. I have 


established two small colonies of mint 
—one of peppermint and oue of spear- 
mint. With each returning year the 
cheerful assemblies of this fragrant 
herb crowd themselves across their 
allotted borders, and 1 am obliged to 
root it up ruthlessly to keep the bed 
withiu bounds.

Whitla Kidnapping and Others. 
The country has been stirred up 


from oue end to the other over the 
kidnapping of little "Billie" Whitla 
of Sharon, Pa. and his return to hia 
father upon payment of a -?10,000 ran- 
pom. 


At the most intense moment of the 


crime the House and Senate of Penn- 
sylvania offered by resolution a $15,- 
000 reward for the capture and con- 
viction of the abductors and the Gov- 
ernor issued the following proclama- 
tion : 


"By virtue of the authority contain- 


ed iu a concurrent resolution of the 
Senate and House of Representatives, 
approved the 23d day of March, A. D. 
1909, and in pursuance thereof, I, Ed- 
win S. Stuart, Governor of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania, do here- 
by offer a reward of fifteen thousand 
dollars for the apprehension and con- 
viction of the party or parties who ab- 
ducted William Whitla, of the County 
of Mercer, State of Pennsylvania." 


The day after the return ofBillife 


Whitla, a woman and two men were 
arrested in Cleveland and over $9,000 
was found on the woman. The ab- 
ductors have been recognized by the 
child and will be brought to Mercer 
Co.. Pa. to answer for their crime. 
To two Cleveland detectives would be- 
long the State reward. 


Sentiment over kidnapping has been 


running so high that a bill was intro- 
duced into the Legislature of Pa. to 
punish abduction with the death pen- 
alty, but it is not likely that the bill 
will become law. though it is probable 
imprisonment for the offense will be 
made much severer than at present.

Foster's Predictions for Apnl. 


W. T. Foster, the weather forecaster 


of Washington, D. C., predicts as fol- 
lows : 


I positively assert that there are 


weather cycles, that I have discover- 
ed enough of these cycles to enable 
me to make valuable loug rauge fore- 
casts of crop weather, and therefore 
I beg you, as a test, to publish my 
calculations for April. 1909, which I 
give below, and let your readers deter- 
mine whether uuy claim is well found- 
ed : 


I expect first week of April to be 


unusually cold io the States east of 
the Allegheuuies and north of the Po- 
tomac with more than 
the usual 


amount of rain. During that week 
temperatures will go to the freezing 
point and killing frosts will occur. 


During the week of which April 14th 


will be central day temperatures will 
go unusually high, thunder storms 
will occur and from April 10th to 20th 
the weather will be a real weather 
bureau "flareback," an outrage on 
the reputation of weather that is in- 
clined to be moderate. 


From April loth to 20th, while a 


tropical storm will be oif our south- 
eastern coasts and a severe cold wave 
in the great ceutral valleys west of 
the Alieghemes the storms iu the 
northeastern States will assume a 
threatening condition and almost any- 
thing in the weather line is liable to 
occur. 


The most severe storms will occur 


not far from April 4th. loth, and 19th, 
and the month will go out cold. Warm- 
est dayg will be near 14th and 24th. 


HUNTING DEER IN RED. 


BUCHANAN VALLEY, Mar. 29.—There 


is a bill pending in the Legislature at 
Harrisburg introduced by Hon. Jas. 
C. Cole, to enforce the wearing of red 
caps and coats by all hunters of deer 
and bear in Pennsylvania. This will 
be a very good law to protect the hunt- 
ers' lives fiom reckless hunters, or 
those hunters who are too eager to 
shoot at a moving object. On our 


I mountains and especially in the haunts 


j of the deer, the underbrush is very 
thick, and in the open season for deer 
the leaves on the underbrush being so 
near the color of the suits now gener- 
ally worn while hunting, which also 
resembles the color of the deer. It is 
hard to distinguish the object at a 
distance. A bright red could be ob- 
served at a glance, and that would 
put the man that is hunting on his 
guard. Often there is a hunter in 
range of a deer, if he wore a distin- 
guishing suit there would be less dan- 
ger of accidental shooting. A hunter 
always stands in danger of his life 
hunting on the mountains, and especi- 
ally since the long range rifles are in 
use. 


It is hoped this act of the Legisla- 


ture will meet the approval and good 
will of every deer hunter who hunts 
in the State of Pennsylvania.

Expedition Reach* Point Within 


in Miles of Pole. 


Lieutenant E. H. Bhackleton. of the 


British navy, coiniL>auder ou the An- 
tarctic expedition which retuiued ou 
the barken tine Niinrod toiuvercargill, 
New Zealand, recently. did uot tjuite 
achieve hie object, but succeeded iu 
jjeltiuir withiu 111 miles of the South 
Pole. 


The Niinrod expeamon left England 


in July, l!K)7, and after reaching the 
ice liefd and making the most elabor- 
ate preparations*, the main expeditiou 
started oil a sledue journey which oc- 
cupied 120 days and traversed 1708 
miles 
southward. 
The 
explorers 


reached latitude SS '2-\ and longitude 
162 east, which was estimated as 111 
mile* from the Pole. 


At the point where the expedition 


TVS-- "ompelled I" turn back Hie land 
was WOO feet in attitude, trending 
southward in a vast field of snow, uo 
mountains being in sight. 


Lieutenant Shackleton 
thus de- 


scribes tiie dash to the poie :

east, where we appropriated themaixe 
aud other provisions left there. We 
commenced to reduce our daily ra- 
tions, aud traveling south along me- 
ridian 1GS over a varying surface of 
ridges and mountains of snow, altern- 
ating with soft MJOIV iu which 
the 


ponies often sank to their bellies. 


"In latitude 81.64 we shot a pony 


and made a depot of oil, biscuit and 
pony meat, taking the remainder of 
the pony meat to eke out our dried 
rations. We reached the 'discovery's' 
southernmost latitude ou November 
26. The surface now became soft, with 
large undulations. 
The ponies were 


attacked by snow-blindness, and the 
second of them was shot, a depot being 
made in latitude Sii.4o, longitude 170. 
On November oO we killed our third 
pony. 


"Steering South aud Southwest, we 


were now approaching a high range of 
new mountains, trending to the South- 
east. On December 2 we discovered a 
glacier 120 miles long aud approxi- 
mately 40 miles wide, running in a 
south and southwesterly direction, aud 
on December 5 we started to ascend it 
at latitude 83.33, longitude 172. The 
glacier was lull of bad crevices as the 
result of tremendous pressure. It 
took the whole of the next day for us 
to right our way 600 yards. 
There 


were many dangers to be faced, for at 
any moment one might be thrown 
into some unknown depth. Aa it was, 
on December 7, the last remaining 
pony broke through a snow lid and 
disappeared in a crevice. Fortunately 
the ewingle tree snappeu and we saved 
Wild aud the sledge, which was dam- 
aged." 


Bhackleton took with him 12 Siberi- 


an ponies and 24 dogs. Several scien- 
tists, with all necessary instruments 
-were with the expedition. The plan 
^was to establish winter quarters on 
King Edward VII Land for twelve 
persons, aud make the attempt to 
reach the Pole iu the summer of 1908. 


The previous records for farthest 


south were Borchgreviuck's. 78 deg., 
50 min., made in 1900;Sir James Ross,' 
78 deg., 10 miu., made in 1S4;>, and 
Captaiu James Cook's, 71 deg., 10 
min., made ou his voyage of 177JJ-1774. 


The Antarctic regions are almost 


•without fauna or flora, uninhabited, 
aud have uot been as thoroughly ex- 
plored as the regions about the North 
Pole. Practically only the shore line 
of what may be a great continent is 
known. 


The farthest point south heretofore 


leached was 70 degrees, oO minutes, 
where U. K. Borchgreviuk, a Norwegi- 
an explorer, arrived on March 17, 1900. 


The scientific results of the Nimrod 


expedition ought to be of unusual in- 
terest aud value. No expense «vas 
spared iu engaging gpecialists aud as- 
sembling the equipment. A geologist, 
a zoologist aud a marine biologist were 
jn the party, aud the intelligence ob- 
tained about the waters of the great 
4>ay that makes a breach iu Victoria 
Land aud the interior of the so-called 
Antarctic continent, its Mora, any ani- 
mal life that may exist there, aud par- 
ticularly the topography and the geo- 
logical structure of the region, sLould 


ought to be fully as zealous iu preserv- 
ing her good looks.
